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Two storms, brutal cold and now water crisis 


Powell hit hard by Mother Nature

First there was Winter 
Storm Octavia, then a 
Siberian Express brought 
temperatures to Powell 
County that had not been 
seen in almost 20 years. To 
top that off, Winter Storm 
Pandora had a mixture of 
weather in her box of tricks. 

The end result is a lot of 
snow, some melting, brutally 
cold air which led to broken 
water pipes. That has now 
led to a water crisis being 
declared in Powell County 
as all three water entities 
are reporting their tanks are 
going dry. 

So much for a Winter 
Wonderland. 

The weather got so fero¬ 
cious last week the Powell 
County Emergency 

Operations Center was 
opened a little earlier than 
anticipated. It opened up last 
Monday as the first storm 
slammed the area. It has been 
manned everyday around the 
clock, aiding Powell County 
Dispatch and emergency 
crews. 

Several accidents were 
reported, with no serious 
injuries. But wrecker crews, 
ambulances, fire fighters and 
police officers have been 
quite busy. 

Between winter storms the 


subzero temperatures creat¬ 
ed havoc with water lines. 
According to Powell County 
Emergency Management 
officials, there were numer¬ 
ous residents that had frozen 
lines. Many of those busted. 
That led to a water problem. 

As of Monday, Clay City 
and Stanton were reporting 
their tanks were running 
very low if not almost dry. 
The problem seemed to be 
that more water was being 
pumped out than could be 
pumped into the tanks. In 
Stanton, all four tanks were 
low and city water work¬ 
ers were trying to get the 
Pendleton Street tank filled, 
as it feeds water to most of 
the city. 

Beechfork Water 

Commission reportedly, 
according to city sources, was 
trying to help, but had to 
also fill tanks to make sure 
there would be water for the 
three entities. Powells Valley 
Water, which has seven tanks 
that covers most of the coun¬ 
ty residents outside each city’s 
water district, has been able 
to alternate turning tanks on 
and off to help their custom¬ 
ers. Stanton has had to use 
rolling water turn offs to help 
conserve the water. 

All Powell County resi¬ 
dents were asked to conserve

County loses ‘one of a kind’ in Lacy

Everyone in Powell County 
knew Chester Lacy. 

If you went into Dairy 
Queen on most morning you 
would see him there at the 
“Table of Knowledge” with 
his friends. They would dis¬ 
cuss anything and everything 
and always had fun while 
doing it. 

Or maybe you had a chance 
to run into him at the fair 
or the corn festival, where 
he tried to help raise funds 
for the Marine Corp League. 
Perhaps you had the chance 
to meet him at any of the sev¬ 
eral veteran events he either 
helped to organize or was 
very active in. He was one 
of the men instrumental in 
the Veterans Memorial Park 
across from the courthouse, 
one of the nicest in the state. 

However you met him, you 
would never forget him. 

The man described as 
strong, tough, proud of his 
family and his beloved Corp, 
but above else a Christian 
man, Chester Lacy passed 
away last Saturday. He was 73. 

Lacy had suffered what 
reportedly appeared to be a 
stroke early last week and had 
returned home. But compli¬ 



cations sent him back to the 
hospital. 

Lacy was well-known for 
his many stories about his 
service in the Marines. He 
was proud of the fact that he 
served as part of the Honor 
Guard detail for General 
Douglas McArthur, when he 
was lying in state. He was 
even more proud of help¬ 
ing fellow veterans. He loved 
to be around former Marine 
and WWII veteran Ernest 
Snowden, who he considered 
a real hero. Lacy helped the 
Times set up an interview 
with each of the remaining 
WWII veterans three years 
ago. He wanted people to 
know what they had done 
and respect them as much as 
he did. 

He loved making sure that 
veterans received full mili¬ 
tary honors at their funerals. 
“After all,” he told the Times 
once, “Its the least we can 


do for those who have done 
for us.” 

He often would tell you 
he was feeling a little weaker 
because he only did 50 push¬ 
ups that morning. If asked, he 
would show you he could do 
them. He had no quit in him 
and stayed more active than 
some men half his age. 

He loved working at the 
Powell County Detention 
Center, where his late brother 
Ted Lacy put him to work 
some 14 years ago. He was 
the family spokesman when 
his brother, the late Clay City 
Police Chief Randy Lacy was 
killed in the line of duty. He 
would tell everyone that his 
wife Bonnie was just as beau¬ 
tiful today as she was the 
day he met her. He loved his 
family and was proud of each 
of them. 

Lacy is survived by his wife 
and four children, along with 
several grandchildren. He is 
also survived by his brother, 
Garland. 

Powell County has lost a 
good will ambassador, a 
strong supporter of veterans 
and a friend. He was laid to 
rest on Wednesday at the 
Donnie G. Randall Veterans 
Cemetery, with full military 
honors.

Water on the way 

This is Powell County Judge-Executive James Anderson, 
with a special announcement to the citizens of Powell County, 
regarding the water crisis impacting regions of our commu¬ 
nity. 

Currently, many residents within the jurisdiction of the 
Stanton Water District are experiencing lengthy service out¬ 
ages. These outages are the result of a surge in usage, paired 
with residential line issues. The Powell County Fiscal Court 
has reached out the Stanton Water District, in an effort to 
gain a better understanding of the issues facing our citizens. 
Representatives of the City of Stanton have informed us that 
these issues will continue through the next several days, as 
crews work to refill the tanks and restore water to all residents. 

While the Powell County Fiscal Court has no direct affili¬ 
ation with the water service provided by the City of Stanton, 
we do value our constituents affected by this water shortage, 
and are working closely to share resources to aid Stanton in 
whatever needs may arise. Since the outages began last Friday, 
the Powell County EOC, 911 Dispatch and Judge Executives 
Office have been answering a high volume of calls regarding 
this issue, and we have heard your requests for help. 

At this time, per request of county government, Kentucky 
Emergency Management is in the process of delivering a trac¬ 
tor trailer load of fresh, drinking water to the citizens affected 
by this crisis. We will set up a water distribution center at the 
Lions Club Park as soon as the shipment arrives, so please stay 
connected to this media outlet for information regarding the 
operating times of the distribution center. We will make this 
information public once we have been given an arrival time 
for the shipment, from the distributors. 

At this time, the Powell County Fiscal Court joins the 
Stanton Water District in urging the citizens of Powell County 
to please conserve water. Limit your usage, check for leaks 
on your own property and any surrounding property which 
may be unoccupied. By conserving water, and maintaining 
responsible uses, we can work together to resolve this problem 
as quickly as possible and restore water to our entire commu¬ 
nity. After meeting with Stanton officials, we are now able to 
provide the following contact numbers for any citizens with 
water related issues: 663-6474, 663-4459 and (606) 481-1447. 
We encourage you to use these contacts for issues regarding 
your water service, and remind you to limit calls to 911 or the 
Powell County 911 Dispatch only to emergency situations. 

I thank you for your cooperation, and will continue to work 
to serve the people of Powell County in any capacity I can 
throughout this crisis.

water. 

As some of the snow be¬ 
gan to melt and refreeze, 
the weight of the snow on 
roofs has created some 
problems. A garage roof on 
North Bend Road report¬ 
edly collapsed, but no one 
was injured. Several home 
owners are reporting that as 
snow began to slide off their 
roofs, gutters were taken 
out. 

Road crews, which 
seemed to be fighting a los¬ 
ing battle last Monday in 
the height of the storm, got 
the upper hand by Tuesday 
evening. As the state and 
some contractors worked 
the Mountain Parkway,

county trucks hit the roads 
hard. Powell County Judge 
Executive James Anderson 
even got into a tractor to 
help plow and clear roads 
and parking lots. Magis¬ 
trates and other county offi¬ 
cials were also seen helping. 

A salt shortage became 
an issue. Despite ordering 
the salt two weeks prior, 
apparently larger cities and 
counties get top priority. 
Powells order was late, but 
it did make it in last Friday. 

The forecast calls for 
some more cold tempera¬ 
tures and a few chances for 
snow. But by this Sunday, 
early projections show a 
possible warm up. 

That may help a lot of the 
problems, but then flooding 
could become an issue. 

On the bright side, Spring 
is only 22 days away.

Homestead exemption set 
for 2015-16 tax periods 


The maximum home¬ 
stead exemption on real es¬ 
tate owned by qualified per¬ 
sons has been set at $36,900 
for the 2015 and 2016 tax 
periods. The 2015-2016 ex¬ 
emption reflects a $900 in¬ 
crease over the 2013 - 2014 
exemption of $36,000. 

The amount of the home¬ 
stead exemption is adjusted 
every two years in accor¬ 
dance with KRS 132.810 to 
compensate for changes in 
the purchasing power of the 
dollar. The exemption pro¬ 
vided state and local prop¬ 
erty tax savings of approx¬ 
imately $178 million for 
more than 449,000 elderly 


or disabled Kentuckians 
during the 2014 tax year. 

To qualify for the home¬ 
stead exemption, a person 
must be at least 65 years 
old during the tax period or 
have been classified as total¬ 
ly disabled by any public or 
private retirement system. 
The property must also be 
owned, occupied and main¬ 
tained by the taxpayer as a 
personal residence on the 
January 1 assessment date. 

Applications for the 
homestead exemption 
should be filed in the local 
Property Valuation Admin¬ 
istrator s office.

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Fiscal Court concerned with affects 
of lowering gas tax on road funding

February’s regularly 
scheduled meeting of the 
Powell County Fiscal Court 
was held last Tuesday (Feb. 
10) with all members of the 
court present. This was the 
first time the court was able 
to meet in the newly redone 
meeting room in the Judge’s 
Office. Several times 
during my first term I had 
persons that attended fiscal 
court meetings who said 
they had difficulty hearing 
the meeting in the court¬ 
room and that they would 
prefer having the whole fis¬ 
cal court facing them. This 
room should alleviate both 
of these problems and be a 
lot better setting for those 
from the public who attend 
the meetings. 

The meeting was called to 
order and Mr. Warren Rog¬ 
ers came and gave the open¬ 
ing prayer. A special thanks 
was given to Mr. Rogers and 
the Powell County Ministe¬ 
rial Alliance for having one 
of their group members 
present each month to open 
our meetings with a prayer. 

Only one individual 
signed up for the public 
comment. This person stat¬ 
ed that he thought it would 
be nice to have an Amer¬ 
ican Flag in this room. I 
agreed and said that having 
an American Flag as well as 
a state flag had already been 
discussed. 

The financial portion 
was gone through quick¬ 
ly and we then touched 
on several items under old 
business. The first of these 
was revisiting the state gas 
tax issue that we had had a 
pretty good discussion on 
last month. This month 
we shared with the public 
some of the most current 
estimates. If the legisla¬ 
ture fails to address this 
issue, Powell County will 
lose around $177,251 in FY 
2015 and $610,322 in FY 
2016. 

It’s easy to see what a dev¬ 
astating blow this would be 


to our ability to adequately 
address our infrastructure 
needs. In an effort to make 
sure that Powell Coun¬ 
ty’s representatives in the 
House and Senate are aware 
of how important it is to ad¬ 
dress this issue this session, 
the Powell County Fiscal 
Court passed a resolution 
supporting passage of road 
fund stabilization by the 
2015 Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly. 

I also plan to send a let¬ 
ter to both our Senator and 
Representative asking them 
to submit to the Powell Fis¬ 
cal Court their positions 
on this issue, because these 
individuals have the ability 
to help address this issue 
whereas we at the local lev¬ 
el have no direct ability to 
do anything but will have 
to deal with the financial 
implications of whatever 
action they choose to take 
or not take. 

Coming up next was an 
update on the Jail Expan¬ 
sion talks. The court was 
made aware that an appli¬ 
cation had been submitted 
to Department of Correc¬ 
tions for their review and 
that we had received sub¬ 
mittals from our request 
for proposals for architects 
and construction manag¬ 
ers. The next steps will be 
to have presentations from 
both these groups and await 
a determination from De¬ 
partment of Corrections. 
From there we will be better 
able to determine that this 
project is feasible and as fi¬ 
nancially advantageous as 
the initial studies indicate. 

Next, I made the court 
aware that I had decid¬ 
ed not to purchase the 
mini-excavator that we had 
approved last month. Upon 
closer inspection of the unit 
there were some concerns I 
had and felt we would be 
better served to look for an¬ 
other one. 

Last discussed in this 
section was the request, 
from Mr. Cook from the 
Clay City Times, for addi¬ 
tional meeting materials 
to be sent to him. I let Mr. 
Cook know that I didn’t see 
any problem with what he 
would like to receive but 
would want the county at¬ 
torney to review the request 
and make sure there were 


no issues I was overlooking 
and if not we would be able 
by the next meeting to hon¬ 
or his request. 

Moving into the new 
business the first item ad¬ 
dressed was Fiscal Court 
Committees. This term I 
have chosen to redesign 
this committee structure in 
order to allow for a much 
more efficient means of 
working through issues. 
This structure will now 
consist of four commit¬ 
tees which will allow each 
aspect of our operation to 
have a committee that look 
into upcoming actions. I 
think this will also allow us 
a better means of obtaining 
more input from the public 
and having a more engaged 
fiscal court as well. I would 
also like to take this time to 
commend the new court on 
the amount of interest, in¬ 
put and how active on the 
issues they have been. 

The issue of smoking 
around the courthouse 
was the next item to come 
up. Several magistrates 
as well as I have had com¬ 
plaints from citizens about 
having to walk through 
smoke in order to enter 
the courthouse. It has 
been discussed about hav¬ 
ing a designated area that 
would allow separation be¬ 
tween those groups who do 
smoke and those who do 
not. I advised that this is¬ 
sue be handed down to the 
newly formed Building and 
Grounds Committee for re¬ 
view and suggestions as to 
the best course of action. 
Hopefully we will be able to 
have a workable plan after 
next month’s meeting. 

Moving on, the court 
had a first reading of an 
ordinance dealing with en¬ 
croachments onto Powell 
County Roads. This was 
done to try and address 
some concerns that arose at 
last month’s meeting as well 
as several issues that have 
been ongoing for years. 
This ordinance is basical¬ 
ly just aligning us with the 
way the State handles issues 
and how by, Kentucky Re¬ 
vised Statutes, we should be 
governing our road system. 
This ordinance will allow a 
property owner to obtain 
the proper guidance when 
they go to establish or alter 


an entrance onto a coun¬ 
ty road. It will help insure 
that these are done in safe 
and effective manner that 
will not jeopardize the pub¬ 
lic, county property, and 
will help prevent property 
owners from legal troubles 
that can arise from improp¬ 
er installations. 

Another thing included 
in this ordinance is clarifi¬ 
cation on minimum culvert 
size if one is required. All 
too often we are faced with 
folks who have thought or 
been told one thing in re¬ 
gards to culvert size and 
after the fact realize that it 
was undersized and leads 
them to additional costs, 
as well as having to go back 
and redo things. This will 
hopefully add a more stan¬ 
dardized method of dealing 
with encroachments and 
prevent the negative results 
everyone has to deal with 
when they’re installed im¬ 
properly. 

Next, the court looked 
at what we needed to do to 
safeguard ourselves from 
people being able to locate 
dumps and landfills in our 
county. We have obtained 
samples of things oth¬ 
er counties have done in 
this effort. Over the next 
month the committee that 
is assigned to look at county 
garbage issues will hopeful¬ 
ly have the chance to review 
all of this information and 
see if any of these would be 
applicable to our needs or if 
we would need to come up 
with something different. 

The next item to come 
before the court required a 
closed session which we en¬ 
ter into as allowed by KRS 
61.810. The reason for this 
session was to discuss an 
issue that relates to Powell 
County property. The court 
voted to come out of closed 
session and there was no 
action taken as a result of 
the closed session. 

I would once again like 
to thank you for taking the 
time to read this column 
and interest you evident¬ 
ly have in our community. 
Also, remember at anytime, 
your thoughts and ideas are 
welcome as I think we all 
share the common goal of 
improving Powell County.

Dear Editor: 

Despite living about an hour away, my heart is always 
in Powell County, having spent the first 17 years of my 
life (and a few stray months here and there afterward). So 
while the snow fell (and fell and fell and, well, you get the 
picture) last week, followed soon thereafter by sub-zero 
temperatures, I watched with great concern, followed soon 
thereafter by great pride. 

It is well known throughout Powell County that our peo¬ 
ple band together whenever necessary. From the joyous 
celebrations in good times to warm casseroles and warmer 
hugs during the bad, the people in our community can, at 
least temporarily, put aside any differences to make sure 
needs are met. 

The 2015 snowstorm (I’ll leave it to historians to come 
up with the official title for future use) proved no different. 
I have read repeated reports about how the Powell County 
road crews worked long hours to make sure the roads were 
as clear as possible, often scraping off one road just to see 
it covered by snow a few hours later. Then, they would just 
do it all again. 

I can also speak firsthand of the work from three of our 
county’s leaders: James Anderson, Cory Graham and Brin- 
ton Epperson. Full disclosure: I’ve known these men near¬ 
ly all my life, and in Cory’s case, I might be the godfather 
of his son, but I’m not sure of the legalities of becoming the 
godfather. Nevertheless, despite the personal connections, 
I can say without question they put the county’s needs 
ahead of their personal needs, often going without seeing 
their family in order to make sure the people of Powell 
County were safe and secure. 

Whether it was personally clearing driveways so fami¬ 
lies could make medical appointments or making certain 
food was available to those most in need, these men did, 
without question, whatever it took to keep Powell County 
running, even when the weather was at its worst. 

I am proud to call these three men my friends, and I 
share this letter because none of them would dare say these 
things about themselves. As a writer (and, of course, as a 
friend), I absolutely should say these things. 

So, to James, Cory and Brinton, the road crews, the 
ambulance service, the law enforcement officials, fire de¬ 
partments, search and rescue, the dispatchers and anyone 
and everyone who worked to pull Powell County through 
during the storm, I say thank you. I hope the rest of the 
county joins me with those words.

Apple Tree Grafting 
Class to be held March 10 

For those gardeners and 
green thumbs who just 
cant wait until spring, there 
will be a fruit tree graft¬ 
ing demonstration held on 
Tuesday, March 10 at the 
Powell County Extension 
Office conference room. 
This meeting will begin at 
1 p.m. Gardeners will learn 
how to graft their favorite 
tree from home on a root 
stock which will be provid¬ 
ed to them for the cost of 
$1 per plant. Any garden¬ 
er who has a special tree in 
the back yard, or in some¬ 
one else’s back yard should 
go ahead and take a cutting 
from a water sprout from 
that tree. The sprout should 
be 10-12” long with sever¬ 
al buds. These new shoots 
should be cut now and held 
in the crisper of the refrig¬ 
erator until the workshop. 
Bring these water sprouts 
with you and we will graft 
them together. Class par¬ 
ticipants also need to bring 
a sharp knife for grafting 
as well. Any other supplies 
will be provided as part of 
the class. 

All gardeners interested 
in pruning and grafting are 
invited and encouraged to 
attend.

Clover Seeding to begin 
soon 

Even though it may not 
seem very spring-like out¬ 


side, (it is nine degrees while 
I am preparing this article 
), our calendar says that 
spring is only about twenty 
four days away. Can any¬ 
body wait? Mid February 
through April 20 is the best 
time of the year to sow clo¬ 
ver seed in pastures or hay 
fields. After mid-March, 
drilling seed into the soil 
should be the only method 
used as it is important for 
seed to get good seed/soil 
contact. Over-seeding or 
broadcasting seed after this 
time may result in less than 
good results. 

Varieties of the clover you 
use are important for the 
best yield results. Variety 
trials demonstrate consid¬ 
erable yield differences be¬ 
tween improved cultivars 
and the older, common va¬ 
rieties. A better red clover 
variety is worth 2-5 tons of 
extra yield over the life of 
the stand. Even though you 
may gripe and complain 
when you check out recent 
seed prices, the extra results 
should more than pay for 
the additional costs. 

Keep in mind rates are 
important. Red clover can 
be sown at the rate of 8- 12 
pounds per acre and white 
clover up to 3 pounds per 
acre. Variety names may be 
a little different than they 
were maybe the last time 
you re-seeded. You will see 
names such as Red Gold, 
Cinnamon, Arlington, and 
Robust among others for 
red clover; Will and Ad¬ 
vantage among others for 
white clover that are good 
for our area. Over-seeding 
or renovating our pasture 
fields is always a good idea 
for spring. Stop by the Pow¬ 
ell County Extension Office 
for details and varieties that 
are good for our area. 

Forage producers are en¬ 
couraged to get their soil 
samples in as soon as pos¬ 
sible. All the good seed in 
the state will not grow well 


if soil nutrient levels are not 
adequate for good grass and 
legume growth. After soil 
test results are in, farmers 
will be able to apply need¬ 
ed lime, phosphorus and 
potash. Farmers should not 
apply nitrogen to recently 
seeded fields as nitrogen 
will stimulate grass growth 
and increases the chance for 
the grass to “choke out” the 
new clover seedlings. 

Late February and early 
March is the prime time for 
forage improvement. Con¬ 
tact me at the Extension Of¬ 
fice at 663-6405 if you have 
questions. 

Prune Fruit Trees now 

for more fruit this fall 

I, along with the rest of the 
country, will be glad when 
this winter is over. One of 
the first outdoor chores we 
may need to do once the 
weather changes, is to give 
our fruit trees some atten¬ 
tion. Keep in mind three 
days out of this week, Feb¬ 
ruary 25th, 27th and 28th 
are Ember days. The old 
saying is that if you cut any 
tree on Ember days, they 
will surely die. Although, I 
don’t believe this complete¬ 
ly, don’t take a chance on it, 
just wait until next week. It’s 
too cold to prune this week 
anyway... 

It is best to prune most 
fruits while the plants are 
still dormant, but after the 
severe winter weather has 
past. Usually in Kentucky, 
this means late February 
or early March. This year- 
who knows?? Fruit trees 
are trained and pruned to 
two basic growth patterns, 
the central leader, used for 
apples and pears and the 
open center system used 
for peaches, cherries and 
plums. 

Regardless of growth pat¬ 
terns, there are two types of 
pruning cuts used, thinning 
out and heading back cuts. 
Thinning cuts open up the 
tree to sunlight and better 


air penetration and usually 
do not invigorate growth 
of the tree. Always remove 
the branch flush to the tree 
without leaving a stub. The 
presence of a stub tends 
to delay healing and may 
promote the growth of un¬ 
wanted suckers. It may also 
encourage the introduction 
of insects. Heading back 
cuts remove only the termi¬ 
nal ends (tip) of the branch. 
Heading back cuts promote 
growth of the lower buds 
and encourage more fruit 
development. 

The central leader sys¬ 
tem for apple and pear 
trees is characterized by a 
central, upright trunk re¬ 
ferred to as the leader. The 
main branches extend out 
from the leader, much like 
the pattern encouraged in 
a Christmas tree. Keep in 
mind that the lowest limbs 
should be at least 36 inches 
from the ground to allow 
ease of movement of lawn 
mowers around and under 
the tree. If it’s in your way 
while you’re mowing the 
grass underneath, remove 
it! 

For most fruit trees we 
simply have too many 
branches. Just one quick 
trip to an orchard would 
show you that you need not 
have hundreds of branch¬ 
es to have hundreds of ap¬ 
ples. Within the tree there 
should be a reasonable 
amount of branches but 
should be spaced 18-24’ be¬ 
tween whorls. Fewer limbs 
and bare space allows more 
light and air penetration 
which results in more fruit 
and better spray coverage. 
Once the basic shape of the 
tree is established (usually 
after 4-5 years) , then cut¬ 
ting out water sprouts and 
heading back branches will 
be the only pruning you 
will need to do each year on 
apple and pear trees. Keep 
in mind however, that once 
you start pruning, you’ll 


need to prune a little every 
year for best production. 

When pruning, make 
sure to cut out any branch¬ 
es that are rubbing against 
or crossing over each oth¬ 
er. If ice caused breakage 
of tree branches, make sure 
to cut out all this dam¬ 
age. Remove branches that 
are shading each other, or 
branches that are damaged 
or diseased from the previ¬ 
ous growing season. If fire 
blight caused you problems 
in the past, now is the time 
to get rid of its damage. 

With peach, plum and 
cherry trees, the basic prin¬ 
ciple here is to take out 
any diseased or damaged 
branches, then open up the 
center. The open center al¬ 
lows for maximum air flow 
within the tree. This in it¬ 
self will initiate more fruit 
buds and reduce disease 
pressure. 

With both type of prun¬ 
ing systems, pruning should 
involve heading back cuts 
and thinning cuts. Thin¬ 
ning out cuts may involve 
the larger branches previ¬ 
ously mentioned, or may 
simply involve removal of 
the water sprouts that shot 
up last year. Water sprouts 
should always be removed 
as these will not have fruit 
on them for years, and will 
only serve to shade the inte¬ 
rior of the tree. Pruning will 
actually promote the devel¬ 
opment of water sprouts, so 
once you begin pruning, it 
has to be an annual event. 

Heading back cuts sim¬ 
ply encourage the tree to 
send out additional side 
branches and more fruit in 
the long run. Heading back 
cuts strengthen wood and 
encourage more fruit bud 
development. 

Many new fruit tree en¬ 
thusiasts ask about apply¬ 
ing some type of fruit tree 
sealant on cuts. The use 
of pruning paint or wound 
dressing on fruit trees this 


time of year is generally not 
necessary, as the tree will 
naturally heal on its own. 
Pruning sealer may make 
you feel better, but will real¬ 
ly not matter to the tree. 

Pruning fruit trees is 
something that is import¬ 
ant to the life and produc¬ 
tion of the tree, but pruning 
alone will not guarantee a 
bumper crop. Once prun¬ 
ing is complete, dormant 
oil sprays should be applied 
to smother any small in¬ 
sects such as scale that can 
cause wide spread damage 
to the tree. Hard to reach, 
creepy-crawlers like scale 
can only be curtailed with 
oil sprays. Spray when tem¬ 
peratures are at least in the 
50’s. 

Once dormant oil sprays 
are applied it is best to get 
your trees on a routine 
chemical spray program 
which involves a fungicide 
and insecticide. Most or¬ 
chards begin this program 
in early March and spray 
every ten days, up until the 
time of harvest. You can¬ 
not just spray your trees 
one time and declare “I 
sprayed my trees this year”. 
Each tree or grapevine will 
require routine fungicide 
sprays to prevent diseases 
from taking over your crop 
for 205. . Stop by the Pow¬ 
ell County Extension Office 
or call me at 663-6405 for 
spray guides or more infor¬ 
mation on proper pruning 
of fruit trees.
